associating each of the seven different colors widi a different day of the week; and 
applying one of said bandages to a patient, wherein the bandage is marked with the color 
associated with the then-current day of the week. 

17. (original) A method allowing for a visible indication that a bandage should be changed, the 
method comprising the steps of:
